brought out last year. Usually there is an outstanding calf to place 
at the top. Occasionally there are two good calves in a class. This 
time however there were many outstanding calves in each section. 
In fact there were no tail enders. In most instances there was but 
little difference between a calf and his neighbor on either side. 
Never has a show been handled so nicely as did Milt Tudor take 
care of this one from beginning to end. There was no suggestion 
that the sidelines 
were not in full ac- 
cord with the plac- 
ings made by this 
expert judge of beef 
cattle.

‘ Breeding Ciasses 


At the Second Annual Ak-Sar-Ben Show 


The Ak-Sar-Ben management is to be congratulated upon its 
ability to collect for its second annual show what proved to be the 
greatest assemblage of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever ac- 
complished west of Chicago. Ten splendidly fitted herds were in 
the hottest competition witnessed in many a day. Prof. Kildee of 
Iowa State College found the job of judging this show to be a real 
one in which he was constantly confronted with some of the breed’s 
outstanding individual cattle. There were no tail enders in this 
show. Even unto the last animal in most classes the quality was 
sufficient to merit a blue ribbon under almost any other circum- 
stances. 

An old timer around the show rings who had been disconnect- 
ed for several years was heard to inquire about the wonderful uni- 
formity displayed in the Aberdeen-Angus breed as compared with 
the other beef breeds showing in the Ak-Sar-Ben pavilion at the 
time. He marveled be- 
cause of this uniformity, 
suggesting that it was 
most unbelievable, know- 
ing as the catalog disclos- 
ed that these cattle had 
been grown, developed and 
fitted in various widely 
separated parts of the 
country. One of the un- 
derlying reasons is the 
fact that these show cat- 
tle represented not a great 
number of bulls in their 
tabulations but rather a 
predominating influence 
of one great tribe—the 
Earl Marshalls. This then 
conspicuous uniformity 
causes the Journal as in 
the past to again remind 
breeders of the importance 
of selecting the right kind 
of sires. True these sires 
should come from well 
established families, but 
these families are of value 
only as the bulls repre- 
sented in the tabulations 
are of outstanding merit. 
The Ak-Sar-Ben show was 
in itself a strong demonstration of the real value of breeding bulls 
when it comes to stamping type, character and quality in an ani- 
mal. Surely the Aberdeen-Angus breed is advancing in line with 
present day thinking and present day business methods. 

The Ak-Sar-Ben management assembled a great show. The 
farmers and cowmen in the adjacent territory know not what they 
missed this year when they failed to spend a few days at this great 
show. It would have been worth the time of any producer of cat- 
tle, either commercially or for registration to have spent a full 
week there at the show and down at the yards where the carlots 
were on display. It was indeed highly pleasing to note that the 
Bonnie Blacks occupied as extensive space in the yards as did any 

other breed. There is no reason why this cannot be made a mighty 
influential concentration point for Aberdeen-Angus interests. 

Six mighty aged bulls were the first to greet the judge and 
the visitors on Monday, November 4th. Every one of them had been 
blue ribbon winners somewhere this season. They came from far 
and wide. No sooner had they lined up and begun the march until 
the ringside as well as the judge determined that the big fight 
would be between the aged bull Eileenmere 15th who carried an 
extensive show yard record and the younger bull Excelsior Mar- 
shall 3d who has been right in the running ali season. Just which 
of these two should go up proved quite a quandary to the judge who 
studied them from the ground up and from heel to tip of nose. 
Point for point was weighed before a decision fell to the older bull 
who was successful in landing the senior and later the grand cham- 
pionship ribbon for bulis. 

The seven two year olds proved just as hard to crack. This 
show was not to be a snap. Rather it was to tax the judge to the 
limit.

They were 
ideal in type, conformation, breed character and they were present- 
ed in the finest condition that their respective keepers knew how 
to present them. No other lineup of cows in the show, of any 
breed, attracted more attention nor drew more favorable comment 
from cowmen generally, regardless of denomination or creed. 

There was no room to find fault with the quality of any one 
of the female classes.

FEDERAL FARM BOARD AUTHORIZES LINE OF CREDIT 
OF $5,000,000 TO NATIONAL PRODUCERS’ FEEDER POOL, 
The Federal Farm Board has authorized a line of credit of 
$5,000,000 to the National Producers Feeder Pool of Chicago, a sub. 
sidiary of the National Live Stock Producers’ Association. The 
line of credit advanced to this cooperative is to be used for the 
financing of feed lot cattle under contract to be marketed by any 
of the terminal commission associations which are members of the 
National Live Stock Producers’ Association. This line of credit js 
to be supplemental to and in addition to that which the Producers’ 
Live Stock Credit Corporation, another subsidiary, now has with 


the Federal Intermediate Credit Banks, says a bulletin from the’ 


Federal Farm Board offices. 

The same class of collateral will be offered by members and 
patrons of the Producers’ Commission Associations as is now re- 
quired by the Federal Intermediate Credit Banks in making live 
stock loans to feeders, which is a chattel mortgage on the live stock 
and the grain to be fed. The same inspectors and the same custo- 
dian bank will be used as now function in the case of the Intermed- 
iate Credit Bank loans. 

This loan is made conditioned upon the National Live Stock 
Producers Association with all of its subsidiaries becoming a part 
of the National Live Stock Marketing Association which is now in 
course of organization under the Federal Farm Board’s direction.

Carlot Fat Cattle. 

Under broader competition than existed 
at the Ak-Sar-Ben a year ago, the sale of 
prize winning carlot fat cattle went over 
with a comparatively high average. Topping 
the sale came the grand champion load of 
Hereford yearlings fed and shown by A. H. 
Schmidt, Randolph, Mo., head of the Tarkio 
Molasses Feed Co., for which the Burling- 
ton Dining Car Service paid $19.00 per hun- 
dred. This fine load of cattle averaged 
1046 lbs. The reserve champion Aberdeen- 
Angus load raised and fed by A. H. Whit- 
tum, of Stuart, Iowa, which followed them 
through the ring at $17.50 scaled 1,098 
pounds and also was bought by the Burling- 
ton. While these prices were not equal to 
those paid a year ago, the large number of 
loads that sold up to $17.00@$17.50 during 
the afternoon spoke well for the eagerness 
with which the buyers took hold of these 
fine show steers. 

Wayland Hopley’s first prize two year 
old steers weighed 1174 pounds and sold to 
Armour at $17.00 per hundredweight. Mr. 
Hopley’s second prize yearlings weighed 
1050 pounds and sold to Wilson & Co., for 
$17.50 per hundredweight. Wilson took A. 
H. Schmidt’s third prize yearlings weighing 
966 pounds at $17.25. Swift & Co., bought 
the F. J. Schmeeckle fourth prize load of 
yearlings at $17.00 and the same firm took 
the A. E. Pullen load that won sixth place 
at the same figure.

long. From farm papers, bulletins, exten- 
sion circulars and other sources he selected 
the practices of good, experienced feeders 
best suited to the conditions of his project. 

C. R. Lash, agricultural instructor of the 
Geneseo high school and assistant county 
club leader has made the following state- 
ment about the boy and his calf. “Wesley 
is a good student and a careful reader so 
that the experience of other feeders has 
been of great value to him. His calf did 
not make any sensational or ‘freak’ gains. 
The calf was just a splendid individual that 
made good consistent gains due to standard, 
recognized feeding practices.” 

Wesley is 16 years of age, a sophomore in 
high school and a member of the Bluff Road 
4-H local club. He chose an Aberdeen-An- 
gus calf because that was his favorite breed 
of cattle. His calf was selected from the 
herd of George MHohenboken, prominent 
Henry county, Illinois, live stock farmer. 
The calf weighed 440 pounds at the start of 
the feeding period and 930 pounds when 
sold. During the eight months feeding per- 
iod the average daily gain was slightly more 
than two pounds per day. The calf brought 
a total of $169.71, netting a profit of $42.46 
for the project year. 

We shall let Wesley tell in his own words 
his feeding practices: 

_ “During the first part of the feeding per- 
iod I fed my calf about 10 pounds of shelled 
corn, 1% pounds of oats, four pounds of si- 
lage, and one pound of oil meal per day and 
all the alfalfa hay he wanted. The last few 
months of the fattening period my calf re- 
ceived about 17 pounds of corn and cob 
meal, 144 pounds of oil meal, 142 pounds of 
molasses feed and all the hay he could eat, 
except during the last month when ‘no hay 
was fed. He also got two pounds of cooked 
barley each day during the last month.” 
Two important factors contributing to 
Wesley’s achievement were the selection of

National 4-H Club Congress. 

One thousand two hundred boys and girls 
4-H club members, national, state and coun- 
ty club leaders will attend the Eighth An- 
nual Boys and Girls 4-H Club Congress, No- 
vember 29th to December 6th during the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition in Chi- 
cago. The club members are state and sec- 
tional champions representing 750,000 fel- 
low club members regularly enrolled in club 
work this year. 


This is the eleventh year that an organiz-- 


ed delegation of club members and their 


leaders has met in Chicago during an Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition. It has only 
been during the last eight years that these 
delegations have been large enough to merit 
the title “National 4-H Club Congress.” At- 
tendance at a National Club Congress signi- 
fies the acme of 4-H achievement in club 
work. It is an honor which few boys and 
girls attain, for it takes years of experience 
and effort to gain that height. 

During the Club Congress the club mem- 
bers take part in competitive exhibits, dem- 
onstrations and judging contests. At the 
International Exposition they visit the 
greatest assemblage of blooded live stock in 
the world and have an opportunity to study 
them at first hand in their stalls or from 
the ringside as they are being judged. Club 
members have their own show in the Junior 
Feeding contest. They may even compete 
in the open classes with their elders and 
have made creditable records. For the first 
time last year a club member exhibited the 
grand champion steer of the International. 

While in Chicago the club members visit 
many places of interest in and about the 
city.

In a brief letter from E. M. Dale, breeder 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
Blythedale, Missouri, we find something of 
interest to farmers who have dairy cows 
and are now using any old kind of a bull for 
breeding purposes.

Last year I did not veal two of 
them, but fed them instead—one steer and 
one heifer. The steer was one year old last 
July. He was on yesterday’s market (No- 
vember 5th), weighed 1250 pounds and sold 
for $15.00 per hundredweight. That was 50 
cents above quotations. He brought $187.50 
in the St. Joseph market.”

Sni-A-Bar to Entertain. 

The results of the Sni-A-Bar Farm cattle 
feeding experiments of the past year will 
be made public at a meeting, to be held at 
the Farm at 1 o’clock on Friday, November 
15th. Sni-A-Bar Farm is located at Grain 
Valley, Missouri, 26 miles east of Kansas 
City on Highway 40. 

Twenty-three head of calves, dropped in 
the fall of 1928, have been fed in three lots. 
One lot creep fed while nursing, one lot sep- 
arated from their mothers and fed grain 
and nursed twice daily and a third lot which 
had no grain while nursing. 

Since weaning these calves have all been 
fed a fattening ration, and from them will 
be selected a carload of Shorthorn year- 
lings, weighing between eight and nine hun- 
dred pounds to be exhibited at the Ameri- 
can Royal in Kansas City. 

Four lots, including 45 head of 1929 
spring calves, have just been weaned and 
put on feed. One lot of steer calves has 
been fed straight corn, while nursing, a 
second lot has been fed corn and oats, and a 
third lot corn and cottonseed meal, and the 
fourth lot, consisting of heifers, has been 
fed corn and cottonseed meal. These lots 
after weaning will be put on the same ra- 
tion and fattened.

When « Old Hen 


Takes a Ride x Market 


By Wm. H. Lapp. 


Years ago in our north central states, the 
time to market fowls upon the average 
farm, was based more or less upon the time 
of the year and weather conditions. 

In other words, about the time the first 
snow would fly John and his good wife, 
Mary, would go out some evening with a 
crate and a lantern and catch the old bid- 
dies that persisted in roosting in the trees, 
under the porch, in the machine shed and 
where not. These birds were crowded in 
the coops and the next day biddies’ journey 
or final ride to market would take place. 

This in brief occurred about October or 
November but the fallacy of this system of 
marketing was the fact 
that all farmers or 
poultry producers 
would get the notion 
about the same time 
and the result was a 
market glutted with 
poultry of every de- 
scription. This in turn 
meant a supply of poul- 
try at the concentra- 
tion points and distrib- 
uting centers, far above 
the demands; thus re- 
sulting in a material 
reduction in price for 
the product. 

The man _ interested 
in marketing the fowls 
was compelled to make 
liberal use of cold stor- 
age facilities to hold 
the product until those 
months when the sup- 
ply from the produc- 
tion centers was less 
than the demand, which 
generally occurred in 
the late winter, spring 
and early summer. If we study the receipts 
of fowls and the withdrawals from cold 
storage for a number of years in the past 
we will that the above conditions existed for 
many years. 

Effect of Culling.—About ten to twelve 
years ago the value of culling was being 
emphasized by state colleges, extension 
poultry specialists and others. This had a 
tendency to change the entire routine of 
marketing and whether or not all farmers 
and poultry producers believe in the value 
of culling, it can be stated safely that it has 
resulted in adding thousands of dollars to 
the income derived from poultry because it 
assisted materially in stabilizing our fowl 
markets, for illustration; instead of our 
fowl moving to market during a brief in- 
terval in the fall the movement has been 
scattered over the entire year. Fowl move- 
ments are heavier today during all months 
of the year except the fall months than they 
were proportionally ten or twelve years ago. 

This is illustrated further by the fact that 
many of the largest packers of poultry do 
not figure on storing fowl for any length of 
time. This class of poultry moves into di- 
rect channels of consumption to a greater 
degree than was the case years ago. This 
is proven further by the fact that many 
cars of live poultry are made up of a very 
large per cent of fowls. The poultry pack- 
ing plants use their equipment to take care 
of the roasters and springs and will market 
the fowl alive.

In the 
investigational work 
done relative to the 
control of avian tuber- 
culosis it was found 
that the old hens car- 
ried a higher percent- 
age of infection by far 
i than the young stock. 
The writer had an experience along this 
line that is rather interesting. A number 
of years ago while conducting a demonstra- 
tion on poultry selection and grading ona 
farm in Henry county, Iowa, one of the pro- 
ducers requested that we go to his farm and 
cull his flock. He stated that he had a pe- 
culiar condition present in the flock. We 
finally consented and upon arriving at the 
farm we found out what the “peculiar con- 
dition” happened to be. There was a poul- 
try house twelve by fourteen feet capable of 
a capacity of about fifty or so hens and in 
this house, by actual count, we found three 
hundred and seventy-five birds. The house 
was poorly ventilated, unsanitary, in fact 
every law of proper management was vi0- 
lated. Upon culling this flock two hundred 
and thirty-five birds were removed and one 
hundred and forty were retained. Of the 
two hundred and thirty-five birds removed 
a number were ready to die of old age, oth- 
ers displayed physical evidence of disease 
and were killed and posted. The autopsy 
revealed tuberculosis and other diseases. 
After making suggestions on proper man- 
agement and impressing upon the owner the 
importance of retaining only young stock 
of yearling age. We left this farm. Six 
years later I met this man in one of the 
towns in Henry county and he expressed 
his gratitude for coming out to his farm. 
He stated that he had two poultry houses 
and a flock of five hundred hens, instead 
of his flock showing a loss he was making 
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around fifteen hundred dollars a 
ad overcome the difficulties that 

so apparent upon his farm pertaining 
wthe poultry and had given careful consid- 
vation to marketing his stock both eggs 


Market Information.—With our 
bang facilities for obtaining market 
‘nformation through the press, radio, tele- 
: h, etc., the producer can be kept in- 
gra an as to the teendency of the market 
and be guided accordingly in disposing of 
his stock. A five dollar bill or more realiz- 
aj in observing market conditions is the 
premium for good judgment. 


When to Sell.—Start eliminating the poor 
roducers as soon after the heavy lay sea- 
son in the spring as she shows indications 
of slackening considerably in production. A 
common error found on some farms is the 
fact that when the hens show up in produc- 
tion in late spring or early summer the pro- 
ducer thinks because they are not laying 
heavily I will discontinue feeding a balanc- 
ed feed or mash. That is a common prac- 
tice and results disastrously from the stand- 
point of production because when the feed 
stops the hen stops, so to speak, in other 
words it takes feed to make the hen lay 
and it must be balanced properly. Throw- 
ing a bucket full of corn or oats in the poul- 
try house or yard is not feeding poultry. 
That is only relieving one’s conscience of 
an obligation that should be fulfilled. 


Should Fowl Be Fattened on Farm Be- 
fore Marketing ?—As a general rule it does 
not pay to attempt to fatten hens on the 
farm before marketing. Many of the hens 
are carrying surplus fat and flesh and it is 
useless to attempt to increase weight in 
this way. Then too; the shrink in market- 
ing on stock that has been fattened on the 
farm if sold alive is so great that it more 
than offsets the gain. 


Protecting Fowl on Trucks and Automo- 
bile Side Coops.—During inclement and 
cold weather fowl should be protected with 
burlap or some covering when in coops on 
trucks or automobiles. This oftentimes pre- 
vents colds from developing in the stock. 
By all means do not overcrowd heavy hens 
ina shipping coop, whether for a long or 
short interval, the shrink is tremendous 
when this occurs. The loss from this item 
alone in a single year is astounding. Let’s 
make the old hens’ last ride as comfortable 
as possible; not alone in consideration of 
what income she has produced for us in the 
past but also for the fact that a contented 
hen weighs more, sells better and her flesh 
will satisfy the palate of the consumer to 
the extent that they will demand a second 
helping and its the second helping that we
